Ls another factor of safety. Many 
I lead factories provide each work- 
| man with a glass of milk twice a 
day. because milk contains lime. 
With plenty of lime in the diet, if

These signs 
are sometimes so 
mild th at they may be overlooked 
or are thought to be caused by some 
other ailment. There may be acute 
pain in the abdomen, a symptom 
which may be mLstaken for appen­ 
dicitis or gall bladder disease. Nau­ 
sea, vomiting, loss of appetite and 
fever are other symptoms that must 
not be overlooked. 
In the chronic form the ayiap- 
toms are more pronounced and a 
peculiar paralysis rnuy appear. ThLs 
paralysis usually involves the wrist 
or ankle It Is medically known as 
“wrist drop," or “ankle drop.” The 
victim Ls unable to keep his wrist 
up and cannot control the muscles 
of tils foot below the* ankle. 
If the gums are examined, there 
will be found a characteristic sign 
of lead This Ls also found in other 
forms of metal poisoning. It is a 
black streak along the margins of 
tin* teeth and gums. It should al­ 
ways arouse suspicion of some form 
of metal poisoning.
